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The  American  Metcorllki  Society,  whole  memherr  fpecialixe  In 
the  itudy  of  meteor*  and  meteorite*,  for  yean  have  conccled  re- 
ports of  *uch  phenomena.  From  a large  enoitgh  number  of  good 
deicripttimi  of  a given  meteor,  a»tronomen  can  analyae  the  data 
mathematically  and  determine  the  meteor**  radlani-the  point  in 
the  heavens  from  which  It  icems  to  come.  The  meteor  U then  Idcntl- 
Bed  by  it*  radiant  and  given  an  AMS  number.  Tlw  data  wore  pub- 
lished in  Meteorlticf,  the  journal  of  the  lociety.  and  thus  made 
•vtiUble  (ot  future  retearch. 

September  ao.  the  same  year,  was  a big  day  for  meteors.  At 
1:35  A.M.  a giant  fireball  (AMS  *3*6)  roared  over  loutheaslcm 
IllinoU  from  north  to  south,  leaving  a luminous  train  vlilble  in  five 
tUte*  and  illuminating  the  »ky  and  eountryiidc  from  St.  Louis  to 
Louisville  and  from  Memphis  to  Knoxville.
